6— « A P -T hou­ 
sands of city dwellers are seeking to 
find out it there's a i» !ace tor them 
in the big open spaces of the west. 
At a rate ol 400 to 600 a day their 
letters are ¡» i ing up at the G eneral 
Land Office. 
They w ant to know 
how to 
g o about filing 
claims for 
homesteads on public lands. 
Long ­ 
time employes oi the Land Office rt - 
called today that in each of the dt - 
pressions of the past 30 years, appli­ 
cants for g overnment lands doubled 
and trebled. 
They are following the 
precedent now in even g reater pro­ 
portion but the news they g et is loro 
encourag ing 
For litt’e if any of the public do­ 
main remaining is suitable for farm ­ 
ing and the Land Office in g iving 
apjj’icants instructions on establish­ 
ing claims ¡» dd th a t warning . 
Most of the letters come from the 
thickly ¡» opulated urban centers 
of 
the east and central United States. 
Thousands of the land 
seekers be­ 
long to the “W hite collar" 
class of 
workers, 
who 
despite 
ag riculture's 
« roubles fondly 
believe it 
would be 
easier 
to g row 
the food they 
are 
finding it difficult to buy. 
Many letters, however, come from
